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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments are not persuasive and thus the 
Application is still not in condition for allowance. Applicant argues against combination of Liversidge et al and Drug Information 
Handbook because there is no motivation to combine. Applicant argues that Liversidge teaches nanoparticles of a crystalline drug 
substance with a surface modifier absorbed on the surface thereof. This is not persuasive because claims do not exclude crystalline drug 
particles. Thus nanoparticles of Liversidge with a surface modifier meet the limitations of instant claims. Applicant argues that Liversidge 
discloses a list of active agents and one of ordinary skill would not be motivated to choose beclomethasone and that there is not 
expectation of success. This is not persuasive because Liversidge is teaching the nanoparticles of glucocorticosteroids. One of ordinary 
skill in the art is well versed that beclomethasone is a commonly and widely used steroid and would be able to choose beclomethasone 
as the glucocorticosteroid of Liversidge. Drug Information Handbook was brought in merely to show that beclomethasone was a widely 
known and used steroid, especially in the field of inhalation therapy. No claim is allowable. 
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
